been produced in the United States 
since this country entered the war, 
according to a statement made pub- 
lic today by the ordnance bureau of 
the war department- 
During; thej 


week ending, Feb. 3, the daily pro- 
duction was 7,805 Enfields and 1,-| 
442 Springfields, or a total of 9,- 
247 service rifles. 
In addition the) 


government received 13,115 Russian 
army rifles during the week, mak- 
ing a total weekly rifle output of 
72,152 weapons of this class. This 
production, the statement says, in 
the greatest every achieved by any 
country in a similar period of ten 
months. 
It is four times 
greater 


than the British output after 
ten 


months of war and twice as large as 
the British output after two and a 
half years of war. 
"We have today," the statement 


says, "a total of 1,300,000 service 
rifles. 
We have in addition 160,000 
Krags. 100,000 Russian rifles 
and 


some 20,000 Ross rifles, or a total 
of about 280,000 training rifles." 


Rifle cartridge production is on 


a similar scale, the statement show- 
ing that a total of 7,300,000 was the 
daily average output in January.

PRICE OF WHEAT 


TO BE INCREASED

Washington. Feb. 23.—There were 


indications today that the price of 
the 1918 wheat crop would be in- 
creased soon by Presidential procla- 
mation. 


Under the food control law the 


price for wheat of the 1918 crop was 
set at $2.00 a bushel but that is con- 
strued to be a minimum and that 
the president has authority to in- 
crease the price if he considers con- 
ditions warrants it. 
Upon recom- 


mendation of the special wheat com- 
mittee .headed by Dr. Harry A. Gar- 
field, the president last August fix- 
ed $2.20 a bushel as the price of 
wheat for the 1917 crop now being 
marketed. 


Several bills are pending in con- 


gress to raise the price of the 1918 
wheat crop, some of them proposing 
to put it as high as $2.75 a bushel.

President Approves I'luu, Declaring 


Public Service Must Mo 


Maintained. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Following 


the receipt of, communications from 
several of the hig public utility cor- 
porations asking that state and loca 
authorities be urged to consider 
quickly arguments for readjustment 
of -.rates,, which would tend toward 
maxini'um'v ot errlclency, William G 
Mc'AdaOtr&s secretary of the treasury 
brought':th#'matter to the .attention 
of President-Wilson. 


He has\received a reply from the 


pi esidejit, expressing the conviction 
that -tire-public utilities form a vital 
part ot tlie war machinery and au- 
thorizing'hJm to take up "with- the 
proper officials such action advisable 
the problems involved. 


The representatives of the public 


utilities had '.brought before Mr. Mc- 
Adoo what they believed to be the 
necessity for .a- .general increase in 
rates if service ,was. to be extended 
to meet thip increased demands of 
war-time activities. 
It is possible 


that 
some .consideration may be 


given by the federal government to 
the" question of extending credit nec- 
essary for expansion, especially if the 
war 
finance 
corporation" 
bill 
is 


adopted. 


The utilities in which the federal 


railroad administration will interest 
itself are street railway, light, -heat 
and power companies. Where -it ap- 
pears necessary, increases in fares 
or rates may be suggested. 


Copies of the, correspondence Be- 


tween the president and Mr. Mc- 
Adoo have just been made public. 
The secretary's letter to the presi- 
dent follows: "February 15, 1918. 


"Dear Mr. President—1 beg to 


hand you herewith several memor- 
anda and letters relating to street 
railway and other local public utili- 
ties furnishing .light, heat and power, 
which I have been asked to bring to 
your attention by a committee rep- 
resenting public utility interests. 


'.'These papers indicate the exis- 


tence of genuine apprehension -re- 
garding the adequacy, under present 
conditions, <of- -the services and rates 
of local public,utilities. The view is 
expressed that increased wages and 
the high cost of essential materials 
and supplies have affected them as 
they have affected everybody else, 
and that united effort will be neces- 
sary in order "to" meet alike the pub- 
lic requirements for service, and the 
corporate;financial needs upon which 
that^seryice depends. 
: 


"&s^ secretary of the treasury, I 


must -take Official notice of these 
matters, li is obvious that every

imiaSfir?!§±rength in .'•'praer.^tnat eSeh, 
may contribute in the fullest meas- 
ure to-the vigorous prosecution of ithe 
war. Oiir local public utilities must 
not be permitted to become weaken- 
ed. 
Transportation of .workers to 


and from our vital industries and the 
health and. comfort of our citizens 
in their homes are dependent upon 
them, and the necessary power to 
drive many of our war industries and 
many other industries essential to the 
war is produced by them. 


"It may .be that here and there, 


because of the prominence given to 
less important interests immediately 
at hand, state and local authorities 
do not always appreciate the close 
connection between .the soundness 
and efficiency of the local utilities 
and the national strength and vigor, 
and do not resort with sufficient 
promptness to the call for. remedial 
measures. In such-case I am confi- 
dent that all such state and local au- 
thorities will respond promptly to 
the national needs when the matter 
is fairly and properly brought before 
them. 


"Ouiy.public service utilities are 


closely /"connected with and are an 
essential;,part of our preparations for 
and successful prosecution of the 
war, and the unfavorable tendencies 
which the accompanying papers- re- 
veal may Tnost effectively be checked, 
wherever they may be .found to ex- 
ist, and. I'rllie needed relief obtained 
only by~i?rompt action 6*n the part ot 
the respective local authorities, 


"1 earnestly hope tnat you may 


feel justified in expressing the con- 
viction ibat the vital part which the 
public utifrfJfcS ^VMnrpanies represent 
in the life and' war-making energy 
of the nation ought to receive fair 
and just recognition by state and lo- 
cal authorities.

Increased Per Capita Consumption. 
The returns indicate that the amount 
of sugar consumed in 1917 was about 
SS.3 pounds per capita, whereas the av- 
erage annual consumption for the five- 
year period ending in 1916 was $4.7 
pounds per capita. The evident increase 
in consumption, says the department, 
is due in part to the increased manu- 
facture for export of commodities like 
condensed milk, and to an increase in 
population, coupled with an increased 
consumption by individuals, and to an 
increase in consumer's stocks. 


Where Snear Wiw Held. 
Of the total stocks of sugar reported, 
more than 53S million pounds, or 41 
per cent was held b> sugar and syrup 
mills and refineries. Wholesale grocers 
held about 2S5 million pounds or 1-7.S

Home Service ' commltteenien to aid 
families of enlisted men is the most 
stupendous and pretentious task be- 
ing undertaken by the American Red 
Cross within our own, borders. 


This statement is made without 


fear of contradiction. 


Even were there established social 


agencies in every community from 
which men have been drawn for active 
service, this Red Cross duty would be 
hardly less difficult, because with the 
war have come new problems which 
must be solved, and efficiently too, If 
t.the good name of the Red Cross Is to 
6e herd aloft and the minds of our 
lighting folk set at ease about the 
welfare of their loved ones "back 
home." 


To school willing Home Service 


workers with no previous social train- 
ing as well as keep professional com- 
munity workers abreast with new de- 
Telopments, the Red Cross war coun- 
cil established in the Lake division 
Home Service institutes at Indianapo- 
lis, Cincinnati, Columbus and Cleve- 
land, each identified with a strong 
University and each affiliated with 
healthy social agencies. 


Thirty-five counties were represent- 


ed by fifty-six students at the first 
series of institutes, each institute last- 
ing six weeks. A second series has 
just opened. 
In addition, chapter 


courses, of information are to be es- 
tablished in cities of 25,000 popula- 
tidn and over. 


There is no guess work about Red 


Cross Home Service. 


Workers are being trained to help cit- 


izens gain all sorts of information. If a 
family has not heard from a son in 
the service, if the allotment and al- 
lowance check is delayed or wrong 
in amount, if a boy is reported missing, 
If any one of hundreds of possibilities 
occur, the Home Service worker must 
be alert to his or her responsibilities. 


To show that there are "hundreds 


of possibilities" for this service, the 
American Red Cross has prepared 
for its committeemen a handbook con- 
taining correct answers to 260 ques- 
tions which these committeemen have 
already been asked. 


Forty-nine answers to questions on 


army and navy service, running from 
the composition of the fighting forces 
to explaining what must be done to 
assist the family of a man who has 
entered the service under an assumed 
name, are given in this handbook. 


Eighty-six points on the soldier's and 


•ailor's allowance compensation and 
war risk insurance are explained. The 
latter in itself Is so large a task that 
'a Home Service worker, anticipating 
a "soft snap" might be driven to 
cover if there were no handbook or 
Institute coiirge to lessen his perplexi- 
ty. It is down in black and white 
how the insurance is written and for 
whom, how premiums are paid and 
by whom. Six points of information. 
are provided to cover insurance for 
Crews of merchant vessels -and trans- 
ports. 


American Red Cross Home Service 


for families of enlisted men fighting 
for our allies causes twenty-nine ques- 
tions to be answered In the hand- 
book. 


All this is supplemented by eighty- 


nine statements giving information on 
the status of families of discharged 
men, deserters, and alien enemy fami- 
lies and explaining relationship of 
the Red Cross to other relief societies 
and the operation of the Red Cross 
bureaus of camp service and com- 
munication. 


Despite the fact that this handbook 


has just been issued, new and poc- 
xling questions are arising with such 
rapidity that the bdreau of civilian 
relief of the Lake division, is plan- 
ning an Informational service to keep 
ts Home Service workers in 350 chap- 
ters in step with the fast-moving pro- 
session. 


War (regardless of the Tuscanla 


salamity and a few scattering casual- 
ties)— war and Red Cross Home Serr- 
ce are still in their infancy, but al- 
ready some 3,000 families of Ohio, In- 
liana and Kentucky enlisted and se- 
ective service men arc under the 
care of Red Cross Home Service 
workers.
